would prove more efficient than in 
the home and with a little effort a 
woman In a year 
or 
two 
could 


greatly curtail her expenditures, and 
still have a better home. 
A family 


budget is the first step, 
and 
the 


budget should take into considera- 
tion whether you know your income 
and then you can control the expen- 
ditures. 


Each expenditure should be jot- 


ted down, and the 
items balanced 


once a week. There should be an 
emergency fund and 
eve_ry house- 


keeper should aim to put a stipu- 
ulated amount in it each month and 
even if this requires some sacrifice 
on the part of the family it should 
not be neglected.

subject to such changes and correc- 
tion as may be found necessary. 


The census of 1914. like that of 


1909, with reference 
to 
manufac- 


tures, excluded the hand trades, the 
building trades, and the 
neighbor- 


hood industries, and took account of 
establishments conducted under the 
factory system. 
In the last census, 


also as in that for 1909, statistics 
were not collected for establishments 
having products for the census year 
valued at less than $500, except that 
reports were taken 
for 
establish- 


ments idle during a portion of the 
census year, and whose products for 
such reason were valued at less tliau 
$300. 


The word 'establishment" as used 


in the census 
reports may 
mean 


more than one mill or plant, provid- 
ed they are owned or controlled and 
operated by a single individual, part- 
nership, corporation, or other owner 


cent; and number of establishment*. 
9.7 per cent. 
The capital Invested, aa reported 


in 1914, was '$8,953,000. 
In 
this 


connection it should 'be stated that 
the inquiry contained m the census 
schedule calls for the total amount 
of capital, both owned and borrow- 
ed, invested in the business, but ex- 
cludes the value of.rented property, 
plant, or equipment which was em- 
ployed in the conduct of manufactur- 
ing enterprises. 
In the final bulle- 


t^ns and reports the rental paid for 
such property will be shown separ- 
ately. 


The cost of materials 
used 
was 


$3,574,000 in 1914 as against $3,- 
982,000 in 1909. In addition to the 
component materials 
which enter 


into the products of the

The cost of materials, however, does

calendar year ending December 31, 
1914, wherever the system of book- 
keeping permitted figures for that

year falling most largely within the 
calendar }ear 
1911. 


The population of Newark at the 


census of 1910 was 23,404 and it is

rate limits of the city. 


The summary shows an increase 


at the census of 1914 as compared 
with that for 1909, with the excep- 
tion of primary horsepower, capital, 
and materials, which show slight de- 
creases.
